We look 
towards your response in this endeavor. 


So let us know how we're doing...and how we can serve you better! Masaharu Matsushita, 
president of the parent company of Panasonic, was recently quoted in "Sky Magazine" as 
saying "You need to listen to your customers:..It's extremely important to listen to the people who 
buy your products and to the people who sell them. Listening to consumers is not only the core of 
our business philosophy, but it is the foundation on which the company was built back in 1918."

Certainly, over the 
next few years, we'll see some growth in the MII market; however, I think we'll see Sony 
continue to protect their market, and Panasonic develop and support even newer 
technologies such as D-3 and digital disk based systems.

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f you weren't listening carefully, you 

might have thought you were in a col- 

lege classroom. The 'students' ques- 
tioned- and challenged- their 'teachers'. 
Discussion on controversial issues be- 
came heated. At the end ot the day, the 
instructors admitted they had learned an 
enormous amount from their audience. 

The forum? An unusual, perhaps un- 
precedented, meeting of equipment users 
and manufacturer's management. In Oc- 
tober, members of the MII Users Associa- 
tion of America met with key officials of 
Panasonic and JVC, including decision 
makers from marketing, product develop- 
ment, service, training and sales. "I've 
been in the business almost twenty-six 
years," notes МП marketing manager John 
McDonnell, "and І don't know of any other 
group that has held such candid face-to- 
face discussions like this with the 
manufacturer." 

Association executive director Dave 
Gardy credits Panasonic with sincere ef- 
forts to be responsive to its users, to keep 
open the lines of communication. Not to 
mention their good sense in realizing that 
such meetings provide invaluable feed- 
back and market research. "But this is 
definitely the users group," McDonnell 
avers. "They control the issues." 

Some of those topics included Project 
2000, a Panasonic task force which 
focuses on the end user. Project manager 
Bob Garino notes that the push aims to 
draw new users into the МИ domain. On 
top of that, Project 2000 focuses on easing 
the transition of current users up through 
the product line by increasing support

components and service response times, 
as well as revamping leasing programs. 
Regarding dealers and leasing programs, 
for example, Garino mentioned that the 
company will increase its dealers’ mini- 
mum tape stocking requirements. and has 
added incentives to "test drive the MII.” 
On other topics the answers were less 
clear, such as when and how D-3 would be 
integrated into the product mix. "We here 
don't have all the answers," reminds 
speaker Terry Gardner, marketing 
manager, Professional Video Audio/Video 
Systems Group. "But we're hearing first- 
hand what end users are saying, problems 
they're running into. With this level of 
frankness, and with this smaller group, we 
can be more specific, we can pass on 
specific questions and resolve the issues." 
A development of great concern has 
been JVC's decision to discontinue its 
KRM-820 editing VTR. The announcement 
immediately preceded the meeting; in 
response, JVC marketing manager Dave 
Walton and GM Tom McCarthy flew in for 
the afternoon to explain the situation, 
whiletop gun Yuji Yata, Panasonic's assis- 
tant GM for the Audio/Visual Systems 
Group, administration and products 
division, also put in an appearance. 
"These conditions are changing, and it's 
too early to say just when or just which 
models we will be selling," Walton states. 
“But I can assure you that we are still part 
of the МП family, and that we support the 
MII format very strongly. And we will sup- 
port, of course, any users who have JVC 
МП or any other JVC products, with sup- 
port, service and parts and engineering >

support.” 

Despite general anxiety and grum- 
blings, (much of the bureaucratic vague- 
ness was blamed on Japan’s monolithic 
Matsushita Corp., which controls both 
companies), at the close of the meeting 
users seemed galvanized. "It was extreme- 
ly productive," says technical specialist 
Jim Barber, of Valencia Community Col- 
lege in Orlando, FL. "All my questions have 
been answered.” 


Edging The Competition 


On one matter everyone agreed: Sony, 
as product development manager Bill 
Bakonyi notes, "is a four-letter word" to 
МП users. "The fact is, MII has been around 
too long, has been proven to work in too 
many applications and has simply pleased 
too many clients for the exaggerated 
death claims made by the Sony salesmen 
to be believed," explains Dave Gardy in a 
newsletter commentary. "Slowly, but 
surely, industry professionals have come 
out of the woodwork to pay the format the 
respect it deserves." 

The extremely quick growth of the MII 
Users Association mirrors that renais- 
sance. "What this really means is that 
good formats don't die," Gardy elaborates 
in an interview. "We started the associa- 
tion out of frustration, not with the format, 
but with the Sony-only mentality that per- 
meates academic institutions, the govern- 
ment and others who act as though Sony 
is the only product on the market. We 
know MII is as good and more competi- 
tive." As case in point, Gardy, Bakonyi and 
others refer to Sony's new stripped 
Betacam as 'Beta Lite', which Panasonic 
reps feel is a product trying to fill MII's 
price niche, without replicating its broad- 
cast quality. In addition, there is an idea 
that MII will go after the markets evolving 
out of broadcast 3/4-inch, which seems to 
be borne out by MII's successive record 
sales months this autumn. 





Panasonic marketing manager John 
McDonnell addresses МИ Users Assoc. 


The association started in March of 
this year as the Mid-Atlantic Users As- 
sociation with 50 members, and was incor- 
porated as a non-profit organization in 
June. It currently has over 300 members 
around the country, and reports con- 
tinued steady growth. "The Users Associa- 
tion acts as an information funnel," Gardy 
describes. "We're the ombudsman. The 
American licensing structure and foreign- 
owned interests can be confusing. There's 
a multitude of markets, and sometimes 
split efforts on the corporate level. We 
keep [the manufacturer] honest. It's like 
Mayor Koch's ‘How're we doin ?"" 

The answer must be, "Pretty well." The 
association's hefty newsletter could be a 
marketing brief. It contains frank inter- 
views with top-level management: user 
surveys and results; letters; technical bul- 
letins and tips: an equipment trading post: 
information on the MII Production 
Awards: a complete directory of users; 
even MII Man. a super-hero comic strip. 
The newsletter and other services, includ- 
ing full-page ads in the trades listing all 
association members. fulfills the 
organization's bylaws, which states 
amongits functions a commitment to: pro- 
vide a vehicle for n:utual problem solving 
and information exchange among MII 
users; provide a conduit for information 
flow between Panasonic and MIl users; en- 
courage and enhance the use of the format 
in the professional video industry. Mem- 
ber George Phelps of AAACHEN Produc- 
tions in Miami, FL, tells the tale: "What MII 
Users Association of America is doing 
adds a lot of credibility to Panasonic's 
product line.” 


Ready To Go 


As of this writing. membership re- 
quires no dues. ‘Although we have mem- 
bers in all parts of the field, such as dupe 
houses and broadcasters. our typical 
member profile is of somebody with four 
to five employees, two to three machines, 


an independent whose house is 
mortgaged against МП," says Gardy. "It is 
for that person that we exist." 

The group's rapid growth has 
surprised even Gardy, but he sees the ex- 
pansion continuing. "There could be a 
market for over 450 facilities. We will con- 
tinue to grow. because Panasonic. to its 
credit, shares the users’ common goal: 
let's get the best out of this system. Our 
job is to document what's going on out 
there. The association can't take credit for 
the renaissance, but what it can take 
credit for is feeding back the information 
to the manufacturer, which will use the 
information to everyone's benefit." Some 
of that information might come out of 
dovetailing activities with that of other 
groups in the future. 


The national trade ads have helped na- 
tional networks develop, as well as nation- 
al awareness. The feeling has spurred 
even greater vocalization. 

"It's a great lever to use," says Dell 
Parks, director of engineering and opera- 
tions for WBFF-TV in Baltimore, MD. "We 
have safety in numbers, a direct line of 
communication to the manufacturer. And 
we can wield a bigger hammer together." 

Bob Kames, vice president of Universal 


Productions International in Milwaukee, 
WI, appreciates the "sense of unity" the 
association provides. "We've figured out 
an acronym: Best Engineered Technical 
Advanced Components Available- МИ.

convinced of its technical capabilities 
and reasonable prices. The installation 
includes М-П playback to air and ап 
M-II edit suite for dubbing and 
modifying promotional spots and 
inserts — another area where multi- 
generation quality is a concern. 

Now that the system is on the air 
the quality improvements are apparent 
in both picture and sound. According 
to Savard, “Even the subscribers notice 
the difference between formats. Some 
of them phone to complain about the 
poor quality of certain films, which turn 
out to be on 3/4-inch!” 

While the original plan had been 
to phase in the M-II parts of the 
system, the announcement of the 
arrival of M-II was greeted with such 
enthusiasm by the producers and 
programme suppliers that additional 
M-II machines have already been 
ordered to deal with the volume of 
material that is originating in M-I. 

Super Ecran has completed its first 
production on M-II as well, on the 
occasion of their Fall Special 
Descrambled Preview at MGM-Disney 
studios in Florida. The results were a 
very pleasant surprise to the promoters. 

While other formats were 
considered for this application, both 
more and less expensive, M-II has 
proven to be the right decision at the 
right ume for Premier Choix.
